WILMINGTON — Taylor 
Wrye, a former social stud- 
ies teacher within the Wil- 
mington Public School sys- 
tem,. recently became the 
principal of Westbrook Mid- 
dle School in Connecticut. 
Over 80 educator adminis- 
trators applied for the posi- 
tion,-and two rounds of in- 
terviews were held in front 
of the board with the top 
applicants. He was named 
as principal on Oct. 17, 2017, 
and he officially began wor- 
king at the school on Nov. 1. 

In.an interview with Zip106 
regarding Wyre’s hiring, 
Westbrook’s Superintendent 
of:Schools, Pat Ciccone, stat- 
ed,~“I believe our kids are 
really going to experience a 
lot ef success under his lead- 
ership. He is totally commit- 
ted:to the middle school ex- 
perience and to the kids in 
those age ranges.” 

Prior to receiving this posi- 
tiort,« - Wrye spent his entire 
career teaching at the mid- 
dle* school level. Previous 
positions include the Prin- 
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cipal of Williams Middle 
School in Longmeadow for 
two years, and the Assistant 
Principal of the Dr. Daniel 
L. Joyce Middle School in 
Woburn for three years, as 
well as teaching social stud- 
ies within Wilmington. 
While teaching at Wilming- 
ton, he taught primarily 
eighth graders, spending four 
years teaching an ancient 
civilizations course, and one 
teaching American history. 
Within his introduction let- 
ter to the Westbrook commu- 


nity, Wrye stated that his’ 


career at the middle school 
level has allowed him to suc- 
cessfully advocate on the 
behalf of middle school stu- 
dents.

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Walking through Pine Meadow 
conservation area 
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Special Town Meeting

WILMINGTON — Follow- 
ing a well-attended Board 
of Selectmen meeting on 
Monday, Nov. 6, a Special 
Town Meeting has been set 
for Saturday, Dec. 16 at 
10:30 a.m. in the Wilming- 
ton High School auditori- 
um. The warrant for this 
meeting closed on Wednes- 
day, Nov. 8, and the pri- 
mary purpose of the meet- 
ing is to adjust the Wil- 
mington Zoning Bylaw in 
order to restrict the place- 
ment of substance abuse 
detox facilities in town. 

As described by Chair- 
man Michael Champoux, 
three motions needed to be 
made at the Nov. 6 meet- 
ing. The first motion would 
be to open the Town Meet- 
ing warrant, the second 
would be to pick a date to 
close the warrant, and the 
third would be to pick a 
time, date, and location for 
a Special Town Meeting. 

Despite the straightfor- 
ward agenda, there was 
still ample debate related to 
both content and execution 
of the warrant. The most 
significant point of debate 
was over the legality of the 
bylaw change and the role 
of the state Attorney Gene- 
ral in the process. 

Attorney John Foskett, 
Counsel to the Town of Wil- 
mington, suggested in an 


email to Town Manager 
Jeffrey Hull that a zoning 
restriction upon detox fa- 
cilities would likely be dis- 
approved by the Attorney 
General, even if it were 
adopted at Town Meeting. 
Foskett pointed out a simi- 
lar restriction that the 
Town of Millbury attempt- 
ed to adopt, and which was 
ultimately disapproved by 
the Attorney General due 
to its perceived discrimina- 
tion against detox facilities. 

Selectman Michael McCoy 
suggested that the town 
proceed with the article 
despite this opinion, noting 
that such opinions are non- 
binding. 

“Let the voters say what 
they want,” said McCoy, 
“then let the lawyers go to 
work.” 

He also suggested that the 
Wilmington article was dis- 
tinct from the Millbury ar- 
ticle, in that the Wilmington 
article seeks to work within 
existing zoning require- 
ments rather than modify 
them entirely. 

Hull replied that the “non- 
binding” nature of the Town 
Counsel’s opinion refers to 
the fact that he or she is not 
the enforcer of ethics laws, 
stating, “I think that is to- 
tally separate and distinct 
from whether this will be 
approved by the Attorney 
General’s office.” 

Following extensive de- 
bate on the legality of the

article, Selectman Kevin 
Caira drew attention back 
to its administration, and 
the stated purpose of the 
meeting. 

“We’re not here to debate 
the issue,” Caira noted. 

Following this point, the 
three motions were unani- 
mously approved, effective- 
ly opening the warrant and 
scheduling a Town Meeting. 

Champoux complimented 
Caira for his attention to 
the matter at hand, stating, 
“The business of tonight is 
to do what we just did, to 
schedule the meeting.” 

In addition to the issue of 
detox facility zoning, Hull 
suggested that other time 
sensitive issues be added 
to the warrant. The most 
pressing of these would be 
the extension of the mora- 
torium on the sale of recre- 
ational marijuana in town 
through the end of 2018. 

Two additional articles are 
being proposed alongside it, 
the first of which bans rec- 
reational marijuana through 
a zoning article, and the sec- 
ond of which takes the same 
action through an inhabitant 
bylaw. 

“The idea is by taking ac- 
tion on both, if they both 
are successful, a belt and 
suspenders, so to speak, 
one or the other would reg- 
ulate (marijuana sales),” 
explained Hull.

WILMINGTON - After 
already laying off almost 200 
employees from the 
Wilmington location on 
Lowell Street earlier this 
year, Textron has cut anoth- 
er 51 jobs. The Wilmington 
plant is responsible for mak- 
ing weapon and sensor sys- 
tems for military and gov- 
ernment customers world- 
wide. 

The first round of layoffs 
were blamed on the discon- 
tinuing of the materials that 
make up cluster bombs; 
which were made at this 
location. However, this time 
the company claims in a 
statement that they don’t 
necessarily see these layoffs 
in the same permanent way. 

The statement, which 
comes directly from 
Corporate Communications 
Manager Betanig 
Magalhaes, explains that 
Textron President and CEO 
Lisa Atherton has made a 
shift in order to focus on the 
right services and develop- 
ment so that capacity and 
talent will be spread out 
across sites. 

It says that this move will 
impact these 51 jobs in 
Wilmington over the next 
two months, but it empha: 
sizes the possibility of mov- 
ing these employees to avail- 
able opportunities elsewhere 
with outplacement services 
included.

One long-standing type of abuse or fraud involves scams 
that occur in the wake of significant natural disasters. 

Following major disasters, it’s common for scam artists 
to impersonate charities to get money or private informa- 
tion from well-intentioned taxpayers. Scam artists can use 
a variety of tactics. Some scammers operating bogus 
charities may contact people by telephone or email to 
solicit money or financial information. They may even 
directly contact disaster victims and claim to be working 
for or on behalf of the IRS to help the victims file casualty 
loss claims and get tax refunds.

Boston Metro Hi Railers Club Open House: 


WILMINGTON — The 
14th semiannual open house 
will be held on Dec. 9, 2017 
at its club house, 5 Waltham 
St., Wilmington. They will 
have on display and operat- 
ing many of the more than 
100 engines and 200 passen- 
‘ger and freight cars owned 
by members and the club 
itself. The December open 
house is one of the largest 
events on the Boston Metro 
Hi Railer’s Club busy calen- 
dar and this year’s open 
house is expected to be no 
different. 

A major improvement this 
month features additional 
parking spaces next to the 
club’s entrance door as well 
as a repaved driveway. 

Some of the favorite at- 
tractions at the open house 
are the kid’s layouts, where 
boys and girls run trains 
and operate accessories on 
each of the three setups 
designed especially for 
them. The kids get cre- 
ative, starting, speeding 
up, and stopping freight 
and passenger trains, as 
well as throwing switches 
and operating the many 
action accessories involved 
in loading and unloading 


cargo. 

The kids’ layout now has 
a large Thomas the Train 
design that adds to the fun. 
Adults stand and watch as 
kids take over. 

For the adult visitors, the 
Boston Metro Hi Railers 
organization can be de- 
scribed as a model train 
club depicting the transi- 
tion from steam and elec- 
tric locomotives to diesel 
engines, one of the three 
distinct eras of railroading 
that enthusiast’s create on 
their layouts. 


First is the Steam Era, 
which is the entire history 
of railroads up to the from 
the early 1800’s to the 
1940's. Next comes the 
Transition Era, which is a 
20 - 30 year span from the 
1940's through the 1950's 
when the last steam loco- 
motives ran, and the first 
generation of diesels took 
over. 

Lastly, there is the Mod- 
ern Era, which is every- 
thing from the 1960's to 
present. The club’s mem- 
bers run stream locomo- 
tives from the mid 1900’s 
and diesel engines from 
their early introduction to 
current prototypes, some- 
times side by side the way 
prototypical railroads did 
during the transition. 

High rail (also called "hi- 
rail" and “hirail") is a 
phrase used in model rail- 
roading in North America, 
mostly in O scale and § 
scale, to describe a "com- 
promise" form of model- 
ling that strives for realism 
while accepting the com- 
promises in scale associat- 
ed with toy train equip- 
ment. The phrase exists 
due to the observation that 
traditional MTH, Lionel 
and American Flyer toy 
train track sits much high- 
er than fine scale track. 

They will be featuring the 
Hiawatha Passenger set, 
made by Lionel, running 
on one of the two mainline 
tracks on the club’s 40’ x 
60". According to Wikipe- 
dia, the Hiawatha’s were a 
fleet of named passenger 
trains operated by the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee, St. Paul 
and Pacific Railroad (also 


known as the Milwaukee . 


Road) between Chicago 


and various destinations in 
the Midwest and Western 
United States. 

The most notable of these 
trains was the original 
Twin Cities Hiawatha, 
which served the Twin Ci- 
ties in Minnesota. The 
train was named for the 
epic poem “The Song of 
Hiawatha” by Henry Wads- 
worth Longfellow. 

The Milwaukee Road's 
most famous passenger 
train ran from its creation 
in 1934-1935 up through 
1970, after which Amtrak 
took over passenger train 
service from the major 
freight railroads. The Hia- 
watha’s were among the 
world's fastest trains in the 
1930s and 1940s, and these 
trains reached some of 
their peak speeds on this 
stretch. Today, Hiawatha 
Service is the name of an 
86-mile (138 km) train 
route operated by Amtrak 
on the western shore of 
Lake Michigan. 

The club will also have on 
display and running the 
Empire State Express. This 
train traveled between New 
York City and Buffalo, New 
York and in later years ~ 
stretched its run to 
Cleveland, Ohio. It was fast 
and elegant. It had a 46-4 
stem engine and travelled 
at speeds up to 70 miles per 
hour when it first ran on 
Dec 7, 1941. It pulled pas- 
senger cars named after 
prominent Governors of 
New York, (Franklin Roose- 
velt, Al Smith, Theodore 
Roosevelt, and George Clin- 
ton). 

The club has been work- 
ing hard to update and 
complete its major layout.

nite you wanted to make 

someone quit smoking, what 
wguld you do? 
_‘Ralph Allen had the right 
idea. Provide an incentive — 
gamble. Ralph loved to gam- 
ble. But I’m sure that Ralph 
was only too happy to give a 
young person an incentive to 
quit smoking. 

Ralph ran a barber shop in 
North Wilmington for about 
40° years. (His son Richie is 
still there.) Before that, he 
oe pore for Adrian Dur- 


kee in Wilmington Square. 

In July 1964, he had come to 
the Mass. General Hospital to 
give me a haircut, two weeks 
after I had been in a serious 
accident. That’s what Ralph 
would do on his “day off.” 

I don’t believe he set out to 
make me quit, but maybe he 
did. Ralph had been cutting 
my hair for about 20 years, 
and I was only 23. ’'d been 
smoking for about eight years. 

Shortly before New Year’s 
Day, 1969, I came down with a 
cold. The day after New 
Year’s, I was in Ralph’s Barber 


Shop, and I said that I hadn’t 
had a cigarette for three days. 

Ralph asked if I was plan- 
ning to quit. The answer 
would have been no, but be- 
fore I could mumble an an- 
swer, he said, “Wanna start a 
pool?” 

He suggested we put in a 
dollar a day. If you smoked, 
you were out. I said I’d go 
for 50 cents a day, the price 
of a pack of cigarettes at 
that time. We agreed to keep 
it going for a year. 

Before long, we’d recruited 
five others. There was Jerry 


Pizzutti, who ran the dry- 
cleaners. Donna Sutton worked 
in Doc Wallent’s dental office. 
Bob Doucette ran the Shell gas 
station. I’d known him forever. 
My mother had been his den 
mother in Cub Scouts, and he 
remains a good friend to this 
day. Don Andersen, a partner 
in the D&D Gulf gas station, 
was a good friend, too. And 
there was a woman named 
Jackie, who had a drapery 
business next to the drug store. 

Bob Doucette dropped out fa- 
ly soon. At one point, he bum- 
med a cigarette off someone,

Why won't the FCC 


just let it be? 


“Dear editor, 

‘As a State Representative, 
my weekly concerns revolve 
around mostly issues domes- 
tie to Massachusetts, such as 
the proposal of tolls on Route 
93, the 2018 budget, or sup- 
porting our schools, firefight- 
ers, and police officers. While 
most of my work centers on 
Tewksbury, Wilmington, and 
Massachusetts every once in 
awhile something comes 
across my desk that raises my 
concerns from Washington. 
‘Currently, in Wilmington, 
one such issue is the halting 
of the proposed Transrail 
facility which the federal gov- 
ernment has been pushing. 
Now Capitol Hill has sent 
another one our way. 

For those in technical based 
professions, the term “net neu- 
trality” is not new, but for 
those who have not seen or 
thoroughly understand the 
term let me explain. Currently, 
any computer with an internet 
connection and service can 
connect to any website in the 
world as fast as the computer 


and internet connection will 
allow. Simply put, there is no 
discrimination against what 
you are trying to see and inter- 
net providers cannot purpose- 
ly intervene due to rules 
against this. 

Recently, several telecomm 
companies, as well as non- 
telecomm companies, have 
lobbied the FCC to eliminate 
net neutrality. Rather, instead 
of you being able to access a 
website anytime as fast you as 
can, they will charge you the 
right to do so to certain com- 
panies. For example, the inter- 
net service provider Comcast 
is affiliated with NBC. If you 
wish to seek out television pro- 
duced by Fox, you may find 
yourself having to pay addi- 
tional money, or have your 
internet connection purposely 
slowed down by Comcast 
whenever you try to view Fox- 
produced content. 

Under the new rules if you 
want more, and not have your 
internet purposely slowed, you 
better be prepared to pay even 
more than you do now.

Today’s Firefighters Do 
Far More than Fight Fires 


Today’s firefighters do far 
more than fight fires. They 
are the first ones called to 
respond to chemical and en- 
vironmental emergencies, 
ranging from the suspected 
presence of carbon monox- 
ide to a gas leak. They may 
be called to rescue a child 
who has fallen through the 
ice or who has locked him- 
self in a bathroom. They res- 
cue people from stalled ele- 
vators and those who are 
trapped in vehicle crashes. 
They test and maintain their 
equipment including self- 
contained breathing appara- 
tus (SCBA), hydrants, hoses, 
power tools, and apparatus. 

At the Massachusetts Fire- 
fighting Academy they learn 
all these skills and more 

‘from certified fire instruc- 
tors who are also experi- 
enced firefighters. Students 
learn all the basic skills they 
need to respond to fires and 
to contain and control them. 
They are also given training 
in public fire education, haz- 
ardous material incident 
mitigation, flammable liq- 
uids, stress management, 
confined space rescue tech- 
niques, and rappelling. The 
intensive, ten-week program 
for municipal firefighters 
involves classroom instruc- 
tion, physical fitness train- 
ing, firefighter skills train- 
ing, and live firefighting 
practice. 


Basic Firefighter Skills 


Students receive classroom 
training in all basic firefight- 
er skills. They practice first 
under non-fire conditions 
and then during controlled 
fire conditions. To graduate, 
students must demonstrate 
proficiency in life safety, 
search and rescue, ladder 
operations, water supply, 
pump operation, and fire 
attack. Fire attack opera- 
tions range from mailbox 
fires to multiple-floor or 
multiple-room structural

With efforts at tax re- 
form accelerating in 
Washington, we have an 
opportunity to make chan- 
ges that will strengthen 
the economy and benefit 
the people of Massa- 
chusetts. One such change 
is the repeal of the Af- 
fordable Care Act’s excise 
tax on the sale of medical 
devices. 

This tax targets an 
industry that is crucial to 
the Massachusetts econo- 
my and that produces a 
constant stream of life- 
saving innovations. In our 
Commonwealth alone, the 
medical-device industry 
includes more than 200 
firms that directly em- 
ploy more than 15,000 

' workers in jobs where the 
average salary exceeds 
$100,000. These firms’ and 
workers’ activities in turn 
support countless other 
local businesses and jobs. 
But when the tax took 
effect, the industry. stop- 
ped growing and started 
shrinking. 

During 2005-10, employ- 
ment at Massachusetts 
medical-device compa- 
nies climbed by 15 per- 
cent. It even held steady 
during the Great Reces- 
sion. But the Affordable 
Care Act passed in 2010 
and the industry’s growth 
stalled the following year. 
During 2011-16, employ- 
ment fell by nine percent. 

The tax has been in and 
out of effect over that peri- 
od; it is currently suspend- 
ed and will resume on Jan. 
1. But for innovative tech- 
nology firms planning in- 
vestments, what matters 
are expectations for the 
future. Short-term starts 
and stops and freezes and 

holidays may _ be business 

as usual. in Washington, 


** ‘but in the business world 


they are a disaster. 

The tax’s unorthodox 
structure, targeting total 
sales rather than net in- 
come, makes matters 
worse by forcing start-ups 
to pay it from their very 
first sale, long before they 
reach profitability. If Con- 
gress’s goal was to stifle 
progress in this critical 
field, it could hardly have 
done better.

Three arraigned in connection with major 


Tewksbury drug trafficking scheme 


“TEWKSBURY — Middle- 
sex District Attorney Marian 
Ryan and Tewksbury Chief 
of Police Timothy Sheehan 
have-announced that three 
individuals were arraigned 
in Lowell District Court in 
connection with the alleged 
trafficking of fentanyl and 
- cocaine. 

“As we continue to work 
aggressively to combat the 
opioid epidemic,’ cases like 
these are a reminder of the 
importance of multi-agency 
collaboration,” said District 
Attorney Ryan. “Part of my 
office’s multipronged ap- 
proach to combating the opi- 
gid epidemic is enforcement, 
specifically targeting well. 
organized and large-scale 
drug enterprises. Addition- 
ally, the presence of fenta- 
nyl,+a powerful synthetic 
opioid even more potent 
than heroin, makes this sei- 
zure extremely significant 
given the deadly nature of 
this substance.” 

“We are very proud of the 
Tewksbury Police Depart- 
ment’s efforts in shutting 
down this significant drug 
trafficking operation in our 
community and very appre- 
ciative of the collaboration 
between our Department, 
the The Police Detective 
Unit, he Middlesex District 
Attorney’ s Office, the Billeri- 
ca Police Department, and 
the’ Drug Enforcement Ad- 
ministration during this in- 
vestigation. We are hopeful 
that the seizure of this mas- 
sive quantity of the power- 
fully addictive/deadly opioid 
(fentanyl) and stimulant 
(cocaine) in Tewksbury, as 
well ; as the diligent prosecu- 
tion of these alleged offend- 
ers that are spreading this 
poison, will significantly re- 
duce the number of future 


overdoses and related fatali- 
ties,” said Chief Sheehan. 

Wilson Soto was charged 
with trafficking over 200 
grams of cocaine, traffick- 
ing in fentanyl, conspiracy 
to violate the drug laws, 
identity fraud and possess- 
ing a false RMV document 
(license). Judge John Coffey 
set bail at $500,000 cash. 
Should the defendant make 
bail Judge Coffey ordered 
him to wear a GPS monitor- 
ing bracelet, to remain un- 
der house arrest and to sur- 
render his passport. 

Yojanel Soto was charged 
with trafficking “over ©200 
grams of cocaine, trafficking 
fentanyl and conspiracy to 
violate the drug laws. Judge 
Coffey set bail at $50,000 cash 
and ordered the defendant, 
should he make bail, to wear 
a GPS monitoring bracelet, 
to remain under house arrest 
and to surrender his pass- 
port. 

Cristina Richardson was 
charged with trafficking over 
200 grams of cocaine, traf- 
ficking fentanyl and conspir- 
acy to violate the drug laws. 
Judge Coffey set bail at 
$25,000 cash. Should the 
defendant post bail she is 
ordered to wear a GPS mon- 
itoring bracelet, to remain 
under house arrest and to 
surrender her passport. The 
next scheduled hearing in 
this case is Dec. 14. 

On Nov. 9, 2017, at approxi- 
mately 6 a.m. the Tewks- 
bury Police Department, 
with the assistance of the 
Massachusetts State Police 
Detective Unit assigned to 
the Middlesex District Attor- 
ney’s Office, the Billerica 
Police Department, and the 
U.S. Drug Enforcement Ad- 
ministration executed a 
search warrant on an Ames

Hill Drive residence in 
Tewksbury. As a result, 
Wilson Soto, 49, Yojanel 
Soto, 20, and Cristina 
Richardson 48, all of Ames 
Hill Drive, Tewksbury were 
placed under arrest after 
authorities allegedly located 
950 grams of cocaine, 86 
grams of suspected fentany], 
and over $8,000 in cash 
inside the residence.

WRENTHAM - Over many 
decades, the Wilmington 
High School Boys Cross- 
Country team has had its 
share of excellent runners. 

, Dating back to the first few 
years with Ronnie and 
Dixon Knight, then to the 
1990s* with Greg Young and 
Jay-Gillis, to the 2000s with 
the likes of Shayne Gaffney, 
Dan Vassallo, Chris Murray 
and’ most recently Steve 
Halas and Erik Alatalo, 
there's been a handful of tal- 
ented kids. 

Throughout that time of 
having talented individuals, 
the teams have usually 
struggled in the win and loss 
column and especially in the 
post-season meets. 

Well that all changed. 

In what's believed to be the 
first time in school history, 
the Wildcats qualified for 
the All-State Meet by finish- 
ing third in the Eastern 
Mass Division 4 Meet held 
on. a very cold Saturday 
afternoon at the Wrentham 
Development Center. 

Wilmington finished with 
177 points, trailing 
Newburyport (89) and 
Plymouth South (135) but 
finished ahead of 22 other 
schools. The top four teams 
in each of the six divisions 
get automatic bids to this 
Saturday's All-State Meet 
which will be back at the 
same course starting at 
11:00 am. 

“Our performance really 
showed the team's dedica- 
tion to this sport and the 
hard work that we have all 
put into this season,” said 
the team's No. 1 runner Ben 
Packer. “Our team of seven 


went into the state competi- 


tion enthusiastically. 
Everyone gave their all. Joe 
Lydon, Greg Adamek, and 
Drew Gallucci stood out by 
running new personal 
records. 

“The team is definitely 
excited that we have made 
program history by being 
the first WHS team to quali- 
fy for All-States. It will be 
an honor to compete and 
represent Wilmington this 
Saturday at All-States.” 

Head Coach Brian Schell 
has been grooming this 
group of runners for a while 
now and he kept saying over 
and over and over again 
that the potential was there, 
and that good things would 
come if this group stuck 
together, worked hard and 
continued to improve. It's 
quite obvious that he wasn't 
blowing smoke into this 
reporter's recorder. 

“This a great sign for the 
program and especially for 
the kids themselves,” he 
said. “The hard work put 
into the season and off-sea- 
son from everyone is paying 
off. Whether it was the 
seven kids who competed at 
states or not, everyone plays 
a roll on this team. Having 
coached the first individuals 
Steve Halas, Erik Alatalo 
and now the first team to do 
so is a privilege. 

“I couldn't be more proud 
of these guys and is what 
makes me love this job.

could reach its fullest poten- 
tial and qualify as one of the 
top 14 teams in all of 
Eastern Mass for this week- 
end's Division 2 All-State 
race. 

“T knew the situation and 
said from the start that we 
had a lot on the line this 
year. I said we needed to 
take advantage of things, 


...however I never disclosed it 


to the team,” said the coach. 
“With avery strong 
Middlesex League and espe- 
cially a top team in the state 
in Wakefield, winning the 
league is a long shot. While 
the team had their minds 
focused on getting our first 
winning season since join- 
ing the league, I was also 
looking at the bigger pic- 
ture, qualifying for All- 
States.

That was 
enough to finish third as a 
team. 

“To take third place is sim- 
ply awesome and I couldn't 
be any more ecstatic for the 
team,” said Schell. “Even 
though this sport is individ- 
ual first, cross-country has 
a lot more team aspect to it 
and this accomplishment 
shows exactly that. We were 
the only small division 
school that managed to grab 
an automatic qualifying 
spot with no one in the top 
twenty. 

“The whole week leading 
up to the race, I stressed 
team on the guys and made 
them run together every 
day. Whether or not they 
knew the situation, I con- 
stantly told the kids to stop 
worrying about other teams 
and to focus on themselves 
and run their race. Despite 
the cold weather, the guys 
ran exceptional and_ their 
performances were simply 
solid. 

“Clearly the cold weather 
wasn't much of a factor as 
six of them ran significant 
personal records. They ran 
their hearts out today and it 
was far more than I could 
have asked for.” 

Packer was the team's top

“He has been our top run- 
ner all season and has sim- 


ply looked flawless almost 
every race,” said Schell. 
“For some reason he took 
the lead for the first 600 
meters of the race which 
definitely shocked me and 
had me thinking ‘what is he 
doing’? After he settled into 
pace he was simply smooth 
the hole time to a personal 
record. He had a great fin- 
ish and like the rest-of the 
team, put it all together 
when it mattered the most.” 

Greg Adamek was right 
behind finishing 25th overall 
at 17:25.89 and then came 
Joseph Lydon, who was 28th 
at 17:26.99. 

“These two guys ran 
together the entire race 
pushing one another and 
showed great teamwork,” 
said Schell. “It was this 
teamwork that showed great 
progression during their 
race and once they caught 
up to Ben, I knew team 
points were going to be huge 
for us in scoring. Both these 
guys managed to personal 
records and when seeing 
them cross the finish line 
and embrace one another 
was awesome. 

“To have these two young 
guys work together like this 
is a sign of things we need to 
continue and spread 
through out the whole 
team.” 

Kevin Elderd was fourth 
for the Wildcats and 49th 
overall at 17:59.34, followed 
by Thomas Goodwin, who

tough for me. I felt like I was 
in mourning until 
Wednesday.

This time around, things 
were much different, howev- 
er, as the Rams found them- 
selves in a 14-0 hole midway 
through the first quarter and 
a 20-0 hole at halftime. 

“We came out a little flat at 
the beginning and they came 
out all fired up for senior 
night,” Costabile said. 
“They scored on their first 


two possessions and all of a 
sudden we were down 14-0.” 
In addition to coming out 
of the gates a little flat, the 
Rams were also done in by 
the Tigers perfectly execut- 
ed triple option offense, a 
tough offense to prepare for 
under any circumstances, 
let alone on a short week 
coming on the heels of a 
heartbreaking playoff loss to 
Stoneham just days before. 
“Getting ready for that 
offense on a short week was 
very tough, especially after 
having such an emotional 
loss,” Costabile said. 
“Trying to prepare on two 
and a half days of practice 
was just very tough. We 
made some adjustments at 
the half, but offensively we 


just could not get anything 
going.” 

While losing a game in the 
fashion they did is certainly 
not the best prescription for 
getting ready for a big play- 
off game, Costabile is- confi- 
dent his team will respond 
well to both the Ipswich loss 
as well as the Stoneham 
heartbreaker when they take 
on Diman on Friday night: 

“That’s what we are plan- 
ning on, and that’s what we 
are counting on,” Costabile 
said. “We are moving on to 
a new season, and this gives 
us a chance at redemption.
